The County Board of tlu- Ancient Order 
of Hibernians held tlu ir iuUiU.i! nieeting 
Tuewlay niglit .it Hilx riuiin Hall, with 
reprcseiitativfs jirescnt from every divis- 
ion. The reports submitted by Secretary 
Will lladMB and Tr«atnrer John Mulloy 
wtra most gndfyioR to the delegate* 
preecnt, itiowliiR tbejr did e whiUii- 
tiel growth in membenhip dnriag the 
put year and a handaome inereue in the 
financial resources of all the divisions. 

County President Tom Keenan pre- 
sided over the last session of the old 
board, which bad little business to trans- 
ect other than Bubmitting rejxirfs of the 
put yeer'a work and the financial staml- 
ing of the Older in Jeifetaon county. The 
reporta were complete in detail and gave 
uraml latiafaetion to all. When this 
boiiaeM had been oonpleted the old 
board adjourned iiue die, having per- 
formed their duties faithfully autd well. 

The new board was immediately called 
to order by County President Keenan, 
who insUlled Messrs. John Mulloy, 
MeWton G. KoKcrs and I'eter J. Cutick, 
repreaentatives of Division l. 

Upon motion it was decideil that the 
CouBty Board of Directora ahouldcon- 
aiat of aevea mambeia as heretofore, all 
of whom had been i«<«lscted bf their 
division*. There had bean aome doubt 
a* to the number required by the con- 
stitution, and this action disposes of the 
qneation until the national convention. 

The County Board congratulated the 
old Board of Directors upon the work 
done during the paat year, which was 
.the moat *ucceasfnl in the history of the 
Ofdar in LpeiavUle. To their elTorU are 
in a hu|e meaaaie doe the splendid 
numerical and finaodal standing of the 
Older. They had also ssenred the beauti- 
ful new hall and paraphernalia for the 
exemplification of the new ritual, and 
besides had visite<l and encouraged the 
divisions as had never l>een done l>efore. 

The County Pre.sident, who holds office 
for two years, announced that the next 
bnsinea* would be the electioa of officers, 
wkich K*ultcd in the eelecUon of the 
foOowlag to guide tba daatioiasof the 
ofl^BiaUioa tor the next ymr.

Connty P wa l da n t Keenan then de- 
livered his annual address, thanking the 
County Board, the divisions and individ- 
ual member* for their cordUl and hearty 
support in the part. The dlvirion* were 
all in a flourishing condition, and he 
urged those present to continue their 
effort* to increase the menibershi]), which 
he hoped would double what it now is 
before the assembling of the next na- 
tlooal and State convention*. Hi* re- 
marka were wdl received, and the exprea- 
sion*' heard on all sides indicated ^t 
the wise policy puratud during the past 
year will be continued. 

State Secretary James Coleman was 
introduced and delivered a timely ad- 
dress, making wise suggestions to the 
board and urging all divisions to 
promptly notify the County President 
when initiations will take place, thus 
enabling him to select in time the team 
to confer the degreea. There are two 
degree teams and notification will be 
necessary in order to avoid confnaion. 

The subject of couaolidation of all the 
divisions was the subject of protracted 
and animated debate. The divisions and 
membership are about equally divided on 
the question, and there are many who 
while they oppose one division would 
dHcrfnlly vote for two. The wbole 
Blatter was finally referred to a special 
oommittee, eompMad of Messnt. Will 
Mcehan, Newton O. Rofsn and Joe P. 
McGinn, who were instructed to visit all 
the divisions with the view of learning 
the real sentiment of the membership at 
large, after which final action will be 
taken and the whole question settled for 
aome time to come.

On Sunday last a yery successful meet 
ing was held at Hacketstown, on the 
confine* of Carlow and Wicklow, to 
establiah a branch of the United Irish 
League. The attendance, which was 
large and repreaentative, wa* drawn from 
both countica and oonstitules a striking 
evidence of the revival of political en- 
thuaiaam and of the quickening of the 
national spirit, which in many dirtrlcts 
of Leinster has manifested all too few 
signs of healtfay activity during the past 
few years. 

On the motion of I«aurence Breuuau 
Rev. Father RandMttom waa called on 
to preside. 

The reverend Chairman, who was 
warmly received, said they had come to- 
gether to establish a breach of the United 
Irish League. That was the fint occa- 
sion upon which he had ever taken any 
public part in politics and bis action was 
eaaily capable of explauatiou. During 
the past few ye.irs there was lillle to en- 
courage .tny one to interfere in Irish pol- 
itics and even during the p.ist year 
events bad occurred with which they did 
not all agree. So that it would not have 
been difficult for him, if he had been ao 
inclined, to have discovered an excuse 
for hi* abaence that day. But he was a 
strong believer in the unity of priesti 
and people, and a* they had expressed a 
desire to have the United Irish League 
established he felt it his duty to come 
there and assist in forming an organiza- 
tion to afford moral and material aupport 
to the Irish party. Without an organiza- 
tion at their back it would be impoedble 
for the Irish party to give the constant 
attandaBce ia ParHameat wfal^ waa t«- 
rjaired in the iataresta of the oooatry, 
and judging by thrir record tUs sesaion 
under the able guidance of John Redmond 
they were men wothy of aU tfacasaistance 
which it was in the power of the Irish 
people to bestow. 

Nicholas 0"Toole, D. C, proposed the 
following resolution: "That inasmuch 
aa nothing can be gained for Ireland 
without organisation and agitation we 
hereby establish a branch of the United 
Irish League and call upon all Natioaal- 
i«ta in the district to enroll themaelvea as 
nieinbcrs." 

John Lyons in seconding the resolu- 
tion urged upon the farmers the iniiKjrt- 
ance of sustaining the organization of the 
Irish party it they were an.xious for com- 
pulsory purchase. Now that the Ulster 
farmers under T. W. Kussell had joined 
in the movement it waa impossible that 
the day of final emandpetion firom land- 
lordiam could be long delayed. 

The resolution waa put to the meeting 
and unanimously adopted. 

D. W. Harbinaon, who wa* well re- 
ceived, said it was a truism in Irish j)ol- 
itics that unless a vigorous agitation was 
sustained by a powerful orgauization the 
Irish party could not make their power 
properly felt at Weatminater. 

A *ncce**ful public meeting under the 
auapicea of the United Irish League was 
held in the Fair Green at Crossakiel, 
County Meath. Contingenta were prrs- 
ent from eeveral of the aiuTounding dis- 
tricta, and the Kells brasa band and the 
Killallon fife and drum band attended 
and played national airs. Patrick White 
(the Parliamentary representative of the 
conrtituency) and Lawrence Grinnell 
traveled from Dublin for the purpose of 
attending the meeting and both were 
very warmly received. Half a dozen 
membera of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
were present and some of them took notes 
while.the speec h es were being delivered. 

Patridk White, M. P., who waa warmly 
cheered, addressed the meeting. 

P. ^. Maguire, of Kells, who was 
warmly received, next addressed the 
meeting. He said Mr. Wliitt had been 
a constant atteniiant in Parliament and 
had done his work well there in striving 
to put out of office the worst Government 
that had ever ruled Ireland. He claimed 
the anpport of the people of Ireland for 
tbti United Irish Leegne. becauae it 
aimed at securing the legislative inde 
pendence of Ireland, at abolishing land- 
I lordiam and establiahing peasant proprie- 
^torship, and at securing for the agricul- 
^ tural laborers fair play and a chance of 
liviug in their own laud by giving them 
I a foothold upon the land from which 
their forefathers had been evicted. 

Laurence Ginnell and Patrick Carpen- 
ter also addressed the meeting.

The basis of the great steel strike 

which is at present paralyzing the 
greatest industries of the country, 
as viewed by the Pilot, seems to be 

this: 

The billion dollar steel trust has 
assumed the right to regulate the 
uUairs of the varloos companies 
absorbed by it— including rate of 
wages and prices of output. The 
malgamated Association of Steel, 
n and Tin Workeca sought to 
set this high-handed action by 
denicnding that the rates of wages 
and hours of labor be made uniform 
in an mills. 

The officials of the billion dollar 
trust refused to deal with the offi- 
ciaisMiL the. AoMlgamated Associa- 
tion, declaring that they would deal 
only with the individual mills as to 
ages and hours of Ubor. A strike 
the first magnitude has resulted, 
ly 100,000 men going out. The 
ost important industries of the 
country are crippled at a most crit- 
ical ume. 

President Shaffer thns aims to 
compel the steel trust officials to 
deal directly with the Amalgamated 
Association's officials and extend 
the union rates to non-union men, 
believing that these latter are 
kept out of the union by their 
employers' threats of closed 
mills and abandoned towns, 
will certainly join it when 
their fears are allayed by the suc- 
cess of the strike. This apparent 
coercion is the gentlest moral sua- 
on, however, rn comparison with 
he methods by which the steel 
rust compelled the indivldnal mil 
owners into their corporation. 
The Amalgamated Association 
lizes that it must have a perfect 
otganization of workera, if it would 
old its own with the perfect or- 
ganization of the mills. President 
Jihaffer forbids coercion of work- 
eu into the union or violence to 
sou or property. He believes in 
^he ultimate success of the strike, 
hich, however, he will not carry 
rther than he can hdp, not wish- 
to embarrass unnecessarily the 
iness interests of the country. 
For several days a settlement 
med near at hand, but the latest 
ws from headquarters is that the 
Trust will not reopen the conference, 
nd that a bitter and long con- 
oued straggle will be fought 
ms now certain.

An exchange says a notice of 
eviction in Ireland was character- 
ized by Gladstone as a "sentence of 
death," and he knew whereof he 
spoke. But death is not the only 
terrible feature of eviction. The 
landlord's victims are <rften treated 
with a brutality almost incredible. 
Neither age nor sex is spared ; nor 
the sick, nor the crippled, nor the 
weak>minded, nor the dying. No 
weather is to bad for "the devil's 
work," as the people appropriately 
call an eviction campaign. On the 
coldest day and the hottest, amid 
downpour of rain and storm of 
snow, the tenants of the grasping 
landkxd are mercilessly flung out 
of their miserable dwellings and 
left to perish, as far as the authori- 
ties, their rightful protectors, are 
concerned. 

Twenty thousand three huudred 
and fifty-two evictions! What do 
they mean? They mean 20,352 
crimes of deepest dye, for such 
barbarous work, unknown as it is 
in all other civilized countries, 
would be unknown in Ireland also 
if that country was properly gov- 
erned. They mean in a number of 
instances murder, for the infant, 
weak and aged sometimes die as a 
result of being thrown out on the 
roadside during inclement weather. 
They mean the oppression of the 
poor native at the instigation of 
the rich alien; the upholding of 
landlord power, at no matter what 
cost; and they are a great factor in 
the attempt to crush Catholicity 
and nationality, as represented by 
the Irish peasantry.

"We in America can learn n great deal 
yet from London. Think of the huge 
con^jcsted population here, the low death 
rate and the people ao orderly. Why, 
even the cabnwn or hnnMB don't 
awear." 

The correspondent oonld not lepreas a 
smile on hearing that reniaik, aad His 
Badnenoe added: 

"Well, at least I have not beard them. 
Then those steady policemen, too — they 
are a wonderful race; always (juiet, al- 
ways civil. The arranaements here,

From ExcbanKM. 



While bathing at Wexford Robert 
Bridge, a compoiitor, aged nineteen, wai 
drowned. 

The death ia announced of W. F. 
O'Grady, who waa a Magiatrate for the 
borough and conoty of Limcfick and alao 
for Coonty Cork. 

The premises of Messrs. Gilmore, pro- 
vision merchants, Coleraine, were de- 
stroyed by fire and the adjoining bakery 
of Messrs. Wilson was seriously daniaf^ed. 

At Riverstowu petty sessions two em- 
ployea of the Cork Spinning and Weav- 
ing Company were fined for having left 
their employment iritbont the required 
notice. 

I.iiiuriok annual regatta was lu-M on 
Tuesday in somewhat shower)' weather. 
The nu in),' w;<s jjocmI, most of the leading 
crews from Dublin and the South of Ire- 
land turning ont. 

At Ballymena aporta C. Peaae, of Dub- 
lin, won the one mile bicycle champion 
ship of Ireland once more. He alao beat 
the record for the last quarter by doing 
tlie distance in 2il seconds. 

At a special petty sessions court, held 
at Caslletownl)ere on Tuesday, John 
Sbeehan waa committed to the next 
Cork aaaiaea, charged with the murder of 
his niotlier-in-law, Mary Houlihan. 

In the Waterford City Court on 
Wednesday, W. J. Meyler, a sorter in 
the Waterford postofTice, was reflfrned 
for trial to the next (Juarter Sessions, 
charged with stealing a letter. Bail was 
alloired. 

A aucceaafnl meeting, nnder the 
auspices of the United Irish League, was 
held on Sunday at Croaaakiel, County 
Meath, and was addreaaed by Patrick 
White, M. P., I.,aurencc Oittoell, B. L., 
and local speakers. 

A meeting of the Central Coniniittee of 
the Irish Land and Labor Association 
waa held on Wednesday at O'Dwyer'a 
Hotel, Mallow, Lord Bmly presiding. It 
waa decided to hold the annual conven- 
tion in Limerick city on August l.'). 

It was staled at a largely atteniled 
meeting; of the Nenagli branch of the 
Land and Lalx>r Association on Monday 
night that it was intended to hold a 
meeting shortly to ezpreaa aympathy 
with Adam Bimey, who has been evicted 
from hia holding. 

Commiaaioner O'Brien, in a dissenting 
judgment in the Land Commission 
Court, spoke strongly of the tactics 
adopted !;y l.mdlords in giving no evi- 
dence Ijefore sub-commissioners and 
then appealing on the chance of increased 
valuations by the court valuera. 

A shocking fatality occuired on 
Wedneaday at Longbgilly, on the Great 
Northern railway line. A man named 
Hums, who was foreman of the gangers 
at this section of the line, was knocked 
down by the train arriving at Armagh 
from Warrenpoint awl almost instantly 
killed. 

On Tucaday evening, when the train 
from Limerick to Bonis had passed Long 
Pavement Station a atone was thrown at 
one of the carriages, the missile paasing 
close to one of the passengers. .\ secon<! 
stone was thrown also, but no harm was 
done, and the police are inquiring into 
the matter. 

At Lambeg, near Belfast, on Tuesday, 
the Orange brethren of Belfaat aod dia- 
trict assembled, nnder the ChairmanAhip 
of Colonel Sanaderson, M. P. In the 
Police Courta the uaual fine and costa 
was imposed in each of several caaea 
wherein riotous conduct was indulged in 
during the small hours of the morning. 

The potato plays so important a part 
in the domestic economy of the small 
farmer all over Ireland that it ia very 
gratifying to learn that the pco^cts for 
the crop are tbia year exci^onally 
promising. Not for over a dcMde have 
potato fields all over the country ahown 
up to so much advantage at thia time of 
year. 

On Wednesday evening a dead body 
waa found floating in the Suir at Grace 
Dieu, which ia believed to be that of 
Rrigid Trscey, a Nev Koaa girl, who waa 
drowned nearly five tnostlia ago. The 
girl's sweetheart accidentally fell into 
the river, and abe jumped in after him in 
a frantic effort to aave him. He was 
.saveil, but all efforts to recover her body 
were fruitless up to Tuesday. 

Matthew Meehan, of Durnish, in the 
parish of Orimbolme, County Donegal, 
was accidentally killed on Tueaday at 
Tullybog, Bradley Mountain. He waa 
yoking hia horse to proceed hone when 
the animal, a apirited one, took fright at 
the removal of the blinkera and sprang 
forward k nocking down the farmer and 
drawing the heavily-laden cart over his 
body. Death was instant^neoua. 

A middle-aged man named Sbeehan, 
residing near Castletown, was brought up 
on Friday before B. R. Pardon, R. M., 
charged with having killed bis mother- 
in-law, an old woman, a few nighta ago, 
nnder very distressing circumstances. 
Sheehan, it iS^ eUsfsd, came hr.fiic at a 
late hour in the nigfat under t)ie itiliuence 
of drink and began to (juarrel with some 
I members of the family. The deceased 



woman having said something to him 
which he did not like, it is alleged, he 
gave her a kick in the st3mach, where- 
upon she fell unci.-'scious and so re- 
mained until she succumbed a few hours 
after. Sheehan married into the family 
and there were living with hini in the 
bouse his wife, father-in-law and the de- 
ceased. The court aent the jilaoaer fbr 
trial at the enaning Cork asriseo. 

At Donegal assizes on Monday Edward 
Gillespie was arraigned for the murder of 
his wife at Cardonagh last September. 
The woman was found drowned, but in 
conaequence of certain discoveries her 
body was exhumed, and medical ex- 
amination abowcd that ahe was pot into 
the water anooancioas. Then thep ris- 
oner, who waa an oflieial of the work- 
house, accnaed one of the inoMtes of 
having murdered her. 

Justice Johnson, addressing the grand 
jury at the opening of the Kildare 
aaaizea on Tueaday said there were ten 
caacs on the crown book. They were 
caaes of ordinary offenses that they 
should always expect to encounter in the 
community in which they lived, but 
th^ did not ia Um sawUest degree reflect 
apoa the general peace and good order 
of the county, which the inspector ia- 
formed hiu was ia a noik sstlrfac t c r y 
condition. 

The aaaizea for the County Kilkenny 
were opened on Tuesday before Judge 
Johason, who in bis address said there 
were oaly four ordinary caaea for trial. 
The coostabulary retnraa ahowed that the 
county was in a fUrly satisfactory state. 
HedidnotpUce mndi rdiaace oa these 
returns aa an index to the state of the 
county and the grand jury, who lived 
among the people, could form a better 
opinion of the actual state of the county 
than he (the Judge) could merely from 
the oonstabnlary returns. 

In the yic» Chaacellar'a court on Mon- 
day an attachment was applied for againat 
two men named Hartigan for intimidat- 
iiid assaulting a man named O'Gor- 
niaii, who at auction had been declared 
the purchaser of a farm at Charleville. 
The Hartigans were also bidders and 
after the sale they alniscd and violently 
assaulted 0'(»orman, asking why he op- 
poaed them. Previous to the sale he had 
been warned by a relation of theira that 
blood would be apilled ii he interfered. 
His lordship granted the attachment. 

The young man Kavanagh, who is 
charged with having set fire to the furze 
on the Hill of Howtb, was again brought 
before the Magistrates at Howth petty 
sessions on Monday. The Magistrates 
decided to change the charge to the 
burning of brushwood and ordered the 
defendant to give suhatantial bail. Dur- 
ing the proceedinga it waa stated that an- 
other aerlona fire had occurred on the 
Marshbrook Hill on Sunday, by which a 
valuable shrubbery was burned, and in a 
letter to one of the Magistratea Lord 
Howth stated that if these bumiuga con- 
tinued he would restrict the public priv- 
ileges over his land. 

On Saturday moraing Catherine 
Grimes, Malgrave street, Kingstown, 
aged sizty-ttttir ytars, and for aumy 
years court deaacr at Kingatowa Police 



ing she would keep me working a year 
Court, waa found dead on the floor qt-^^i, not even so much as an intermission 



her be<lrooni. The deceased, who had 
been ailing for some time past, lived 
with her sister Mary, but both, it would 
appear, slept in separate rooms, and on 
Mary going into Catherine's room she 
found her partly dreaaed lying dead on 
the floor. The matter waa reported to 
the police at Kingstown, who inquired 
into the facta, and reported to County 
Coroner Barty, who oo the facta dia- 
cloaed did not deem it n e c e ssary to 
hold an inquest. 

Particulara of a very sad fatal accident 
have juat reached Athlone from Cloney- 
gowan. The victim waa Richard E. 
Odium, aged nineteen years, aon of 
Henry l>. Odium, Kildooney, Cloney- 
gowan. The circnmstaaoes appear to be 
that deceaaed waa aent armed with a gun 
to acare crows on his fatber'a farm. 
While crossing a fence he laid the gun on 
a wall and then went to pull it over by 
seiring the muzzle. The trigger caught 
in some brushwoo<l, there was a loud re- 
port and the unfortunate youth fell dead, 
the charge having lodged in his heart. 
His father waa on the scene iu a few 
minntea, having been attracted by the 
report. The deepeat aympathy ia felt for 
the membera of the deceaaed 'a family, 
who are popular aad respected ia the 
district where they reside.

He waa the ddast sob in ■ 
large family of children, and bis loss will 
be keenly felt Just at this time, when the 
business outlook for the future waa as- 
suming a bright hue.
